Much - confusion has resulted 
among Michigan _ hunters from 
the publication ‘notices: in some‘ local 
newspapers that the woodcock : sea- 
son opens in. the lower peninsula on 
October 3, 

The date given is. wrong, ‘aceord- 
ing to the Department. of Conserva- 
tion. The woodcock hunting season 
in the lower peninsula does not open 
until Monday, October 15 and hunt- 
ers who shoot woodcock before that 
date render themselves liable-to ar+| 
rest-and prosecution. The. wood-+ 


cock season will remain open from |} 


Oct. 15 to Oct, 26, inclusive, 
. There will be no open season on 
woodcock this year in the upper pen- 
insula.” Federal regulations do -not 
permit the shooting of © woodcock. 
anywhere in the state before Oct. 15. 
Woodcock are not being treated 
as migratory waterfow! and hunters 
who shoot. them do not.need a feder- 
uck ‘stamp ‘in addition to their
